RUSH OF MIGHTY WATERS 


The Louisiana Main Levee System Finally Suc- 


cumbs to the Raging Mississippi Torrent, 


Thousands of Dollars Damage. 


(Special Dispatch to tlio Tianscript.) 


Memphis, Tenn., April 17.—The crisis 


has arrived in Northern Louisiana. Last 
night at 10 o'clock workers on tho levees 
at BigsB, four miles below Delta were 
horrified to observe a certain bulge in 
their embankment. A small yellow stream 
began to trickle through the aperture and 
a moment later came tha crash. 


Tfaa Louisiana main levee system had at 


last succumbed to the fearful onslaught of 
the raging Mississippi. A general alarm 
was at once sounded. In thirty minutes 


tbe crevasse had increased in size from 
twelve feet to fifty yards and water was 
pouring: through with a terrible velocity. 


Bight iu the path of the flood of water 


are many of the finest plantations in 
northern Louisiana. 
The 
overflowed 


area includes half of Madison Parish, and 
all of Tensns and ConeorcUa parishes. 
Tiscre were nearly a thousand men con- 
centrated along the line of the lovee near 
Big£?s, this being one of the wealthiest 
points in tbe entire system. Fertile lands 
innundated are in the highest state of cul- 
tivation and tha loss will be tremendous.

London, Apitl 17.—The drift to.vards 


war with the '1'ransvaal is heartily wel- 
comed by most classes and even the Lib- 
erals are anxious for au outbreak of hos- 
tilities in South Africa.. 


Jerome K. Jerome's Paper today frank- 


ly voices the general feeling by saying: 
"By all means let us fight and win in the 
Transvaal. Weare gomfc to flght for gold 
mines and territory, if they cannot be got 
without fighting. Every nation has to 
play pirate at timea and let us play boldly 
when we do and trust to Mr. Chamherlain 
to see llags of truce kept out of the sol- 
diers' baggage. Thrice the Boers hare 
seen the flag of England hoisted on a 
stick and it lias always been white. It is 
time to prove we have a 'colored1 Qag. 


Salomon, April IT.—Tlie battalion of 


Albanians which has been stationed at 
Uskub in readiness to start for the Greek 
frontier has been sent in haste to Verorna 


on the Montenegrin frontier and another 
detachment of troops will follow. This 
unexpected movement of the Turkish 
troops toward the Moutenegran frontier 
gives rise to an apprehension of serious 
trouble there. 


Elasonna, April 17.—A Greek band has 


attacked the Turks at Karya. A Turkish 
officer and two men were killed.
